ST. LOUIS, June 25— Pres- 
ident Nixon came to Middle 
America today and appealed 
to young businessmen to help 
him bridge the generation 
gap and bring racial peace to 
the nation. Facing an audi- 
ence of 12,000 delegates in 


Kiel Auditorium at the 50th 
annual meeting of the Jaycees, 
Mr. Nixon received the most 
enthusiastic reception of his 
presidency to date. The sev- 
en-minute ear-splitting, stand- 
ing ovation came from 
whistle-blowing Indiana dele- 
gates dressed as referees, 
Alabamians waving Ameri- 


can flags, Oklahomans in 
Indian war dress, young en- 
trepeneurs from Colorado in 
buckskin coats, staid Virgin- 
ians in coats and ties. It was 
the kind of audience modern 
Presidents can confront with- 
out fear, but .to which this 
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
